[Indianapolis Journal Interview.] 
The professor, in personal appear- 
ance, is a rather prepossessing gentle- 
man of middle age, rather tall, dark 
complexion and hair, and an enter- 
taining conversationalist. 
His face, 
although by no means careworn, is 
deeply marked with the lines of study, 
patient research and close application 
to tasks not easily accomplished. 
In 
conversation his words are rather daint- 
ily chosen but he seems always to hit u[> 
on the right word which just expresses 
the idea he is bringing out. 
His life- 
long study has been the perfecting of 
various inventions, and he is the pos- 
sessor of upwards of 100 patents, but 
his greatest fame in the present and 
with posterity 
will probably be ac- 
quired from the fact ot his being the 
originator of the telephone. Mr. Gray 
is now the president of the American 
Telephone Company. 


In response to a question as to what 
is the latest and most important de- 
velopment of the uses of the telephone. 
Prof. Gray said: 


"I think that the establishment of 
this system of central stations in all 
large cities and towns is perhaps the 
movement which is engaging most at- 
tention, and it is likely to be 
of the 
greatest 
service 
to 
the 
pub- 
lic. 
The plan is this: 
I 
live 
in a 
city 
where 
a 
central 
telephone 
station has been established—Chicago 
or Indianapolis, for instance, and I 
am connected with it by wire. 
I' call 
the central station and say, 
'Connect 
me with Mr. Day.' 
They turn a but- 
ton, and at once your line is in con- 
nection with that of Mr. Day. 
When 
I am through talking with him I can 
have some other wire connected. You 
have 
before you a 
list 
that 
tells 
you 
all 
the 
names 
with 
which 
you 
can 
make 
connection, 
and 
you can talk, without leaving your of- 
fice, with three or four thousand people 
in different parts of the city, if you 
desire it. 
Another step has also been 
taken. 
Parties having communica- 
tion with the 
central station of one 
city can be placed in communication 
with people living in another city, if 
it is not too far distant. For instance, 
you want to talk with a man in Chi- 
cago. 
Your 
central 
station 
ascertains 
whether 
or 
not 
his 
name 
is 
on 
the 
list, 
and, if so, 
connection is at once 
established, so 
that practically you have a wire run- 
ning direct from your 
oflice 
to 
the 
person in Chicago, with 
whom 
you 
want to talk, 
Supjiose it is the First 
National 
Bank 
you 
want to 
com- 
municate 
with, you can 
talk 
with 
them direct." 


" \vhat is the longest distance over 
which sound will travel by tlie use of 
the telephone?" 


" T h a t depends altogether upon the 
conditions. 
If 
you 
have the 
wire 
clear and all the conditions are favor- 
able, you can talk very well over one 
hundred miles, 
I have talked over 
three hundred miles, b u t I do not say 
that 
could 
be 
done right 
straight 
along. 
The time is coming, however, 
1 believe, when people will be able to 
talk any distance over which they can 
now send telegrams without change." 


" A n d 
will it also extend to sub- 
marine cables?" 


"There is no reason why it should 
not eventually be perfected so that 
that may be possible. 
The rapidity 
with which the telephone has come in- 
to general use hasastonished everyone 
who has had to do with it. 
The de- 
mand has grown faster than we can 
supply. 
There has been no need for 
us 
to 
canvass 
for 
business. 
I t 
has 
come 
of 
its 
own 
accord, 
one 
reason 
being 
that 
if 
one 
man in any branch of trade in a city 
had a telephone, everybody else in the 
•same line thought he must have 
one 
also. 
The success has 
been 
beyond 
all 
our calculations. 
W e 
can't get 
away with our orders as fast as they 
come. 
The company of which 
I 
am 
president turns out 300 telephones a 
day. 
That company works under niy 
patent, and is organize<l 
under the 
auspices of tlie Western 
Union 
Tele- 
graph Company." 


" W h a t 
IS the diflerenee between 
vour telephone 
and 
that 
known as 
Kdison's?" 


"There is no differen(;e in principle. 
Tiie main ditterence is in the substance 
of the transmitter. He has introduced 
ilie. use of carbon for the transmitter, 
v;hich I admit to be an in:provement; 
but thatdoesn't give Kdison any claim 
to be called the inventor of the 
tele- 
phone, any more than a man who only 
puts 
the final to a 
church 
steeple 
would be called the 
builder of 
the 
church. 
Edison and myself stand in 
just about that relation. 
All he 
did 
was to put on the final by 
improving 
the substance of the transmitter." 


" W h a t about the phonograph?" 
"That, of course, is for 
the preser- 
vation 
and 
transmission of sounds. 
It is an ingenious toy—nothing 
more 
—and I do not expect that it will ever 
be of much practical 
use. 
There is 
nothing in it likely to bring it 
into 
practical use, so as to be appreciated 
by the community; while 
the 
tele- 
phone, after being in tise only two or 
three vears, pays 
interest 
upon 
an 
invest¿d capital of $5,000,000." 


" W h a t 
is the 
diflL'rence 
between 
yourself and the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany?" 


" I t is just a question of priority of 
patent, which tlie courts must decide, 
and in order to get that point 
settled 
suits are now pending at Boston, Chi- 
cago, New York and San 
Francisc<}. 
A decision in any one of these cities 
will settle the matter without 
fighting 
all the suits."

THOSE COUKT5T EilLKOABS. 


To the Editor of the SENTINEL : 


In my communication in your pa- 


pprpf the 30th inst., three routes for 
narrow gauge railroads in Allen coun- 
ty were suggested, the estimated total 
length of which was seventy-five 
miles, and the total cost for right of 
way, grading and ties $150,000, or §2,- 
000 per mile. It was assuriied that these 
being provided .the .balance necessary 
for completing, the roads ready for 
business could be secured by mortgage 
of the rbadljeds. Those of our farmers 
who read that communication will re- 
member that all the three proposed 
roads intersected at Fort Wayne, and 
it may have been inferred from ' this 
fact that the main object in building 
them is.to benefit the city. If so, it is 
but right that impression should be 
removed. Benefits will, of course, 
result, to 
the 
city from build- 


ing roads to intersect within or near 
her limits, but probably not at all out 
of proportion to her share in the bur- 
den of building them. The primary 
object in building them is to benefit 
the county at large by affording her 
farmers and producers outlets to bet- 
ter markets for their products- than 
the city now affords them. 
Fort 


Wayne has looked mainly to the 
development of her manufacturing 
interests in the system of railroads 
that she has built. A glance at a ma 
of that system will show that she di!! 
not have the making of Fort Wayne 
a leading market for farm pro- 
ducts when she set about it, and if 
she ever becomes one, it can. only be 
from efforts to.be putforthby the far- 
mers 
and'' -'producers 
of 
the 


country, who 
are 
more deeply 


interested 
in 
such 
a 
market 


than she if.. 
The fact is, the farm- 


ers of the county have expected too 
much of the city, and have done too 
little for themselves in this matter, 
nothing in fact beyond the building 
of a few miles of gravel road in the' 
mmediate 
neighborhood 
of Fort 


Wayne. With this very trifling ex- 
ception the city has done all that has 
>een done in the county for opening 
up means of access to the recognized 
;rain markets for the section of coun- 
:ry in which we live, and this wholly 
as subordinate to her policy of de- 
'eloping.and.fosteriug her manufac- 
turing .^interest. 
All the means 


;he coiJnty;: has of 
getting to a 


market outside of Fort Wayne have 
icen provided by others than herself. 
3o far she has done nothing forherself. 
kVhile the city has built the Grand 
iapids, the Richmond, the Jackson 
and the Mnncie 
roads, in order 


,o 
foster her 
manufacturing in- 


erests, the county at large has done 
nothing more than show itself content 
:o enjoy the incidental benefits that 
result to her from the city's enter- 
irise; and until they do something to 
jolp themselves, they must be content 
x> drag their loads of produce through 
he mud to a market in this city and 
sell them at from 3 to 5 cento a bush- 
el less than they could get for them 
>y railroad connections with other 
markets where there are better facili- 
ies for handling farm products. The 
very few men engaged in the produce 
bminess-here doubtless pay all tliey 
an afford to pay for it, considering 
.ho very limited and primitive chai- 
cter of the facilities they have for 
Dandling it. There is not an elovntor 
n this city nor a warehouse that has 
proper .facilities for receiving and 
hipping farm products. All lias 
to be carried on men's backs or 
i«nd trucks from the farmers' wagons 
o be emptied and then rcsackcd and 
lanled off to the railroad depot for 
hipment to » recogniied grain mar- 


ket H the warehouse man or produc 
dealer is content with this way c_ 
handling grain the farmer should not 
be; for all this wasteful and useless 
handling is paid for by him and its 
cost deducted from the price of L_ 
grain. It is because there is none of 
this useless and wasteful handling 
where there are proper facilities for it 
as at Bluffton, on the Muncie road, 
Oherubusco on the Eel Kiver road, 
and Hicksville on the Baltimore and 
Ohio, that the price for grain at those 
points is always from three to five 
cents per bushel more than at Fort 
Wayne. 


It is to obviate these serious draw 


backs upon the farming interest o 
the county that it ia proposed to in 
tersect it by several narrow gauge 
railroads, which may be built at a 
cost per mile to the people of the 
county not exceeding that of gravel 
roads, and which will enable them 
almost from their doors to reach the 
great markets for grain either on the 
.lakes or the seaboard. 


It is to be regretted that there are 


no statistics at hand as to the amount 
o£ farm products on which thisserious 
loss for wasteful and useless handling 
in our city has had to be paid by the 
farmer in the last few years; but it 
probably amounts to enough every 
year to grade and tie such a system oc 
roads as it is proposed now to build 
If, when that system shall be built, the 
farmer can find as good market for hii 
products of Fort Wayne as elsewhere, 
he will of course find it for his inter- 
est to bring them here; but if not, he 
will at least be able to reach .markets 
where better prices are paid. Those 
of our citicens who are content that 
the farmers of the county shall be con- 
fined to our city for a market, with- 
out reference to'its character as com- 
pared with others that might be 
reached by the proposed three, narrow 
gauge roads, .will of course seek to 
discourage the building of'them, upon 
the selfish theory that if the farmers 
of the county have the facilities for 
getting to other markets with their 
produce, they will also spend th« pro- 
ceeds at the same market. instead of 
patronizing home stores. The farmers 
should bear this in mind and not be 
scared by the clamor that some in the 
city are trying to raise against build- 
ing the three roads named.

THOSE COUNTY RAILROADS. 
To the Editor of the S E N T I N E L : 


In my communication in your pa- 
per of the 30th iust., three routes for 
narrow gauge railroads in Allen coun- 
ty were suggested, the estimated total 
length of which was seventy-five 
miles, and the total cost for right of 
way, grading and ties $150,000, or $2,- 
000 per mile. I t was assumed that these 
being provided the balance necessary 
for completing the roads ready for 
business could be secured by mortgage 
of the road beds. Those of our farmers 
who read that communication will re- 
member that all the three proposed 
roads intersected at Fort Wayne, and 
it may have been inferred from this 
fact that the main object in building 
them is to benefit the city. If so, it i.s 
but right that imprcH.sion should be 
removed. 
Benefits 
will, of course, 
result to the city 
from 
build- 
ing roads to intersect within or near 
her limits, but probably not at all out 
of proportion to her share in the bur- 
den of building them. 
The primary 
object in building them is to benefit 
the county at large by affording her 
farmers and i)roiluoer.s outlets to bet- 
ter markets for their products than 
the city now aili.)rds them. 
Fort 
Wayne has looked 
mainly to the 
development of her manufacturim^ 
interests in the sy.stem of railroaiJs- 
that she has built. A glance at a map 
of that system will show that she did 
not have the making of Fort Wayne 
a 
leading 
market 
for farm pro- 
ducts when she set about it, and if 
she ever becomes one, it can only be 
from efibrts to be jiut forth by the far- 
mers 
and 
producers 
of tho 
country, who are 
more 
deeply 
interested 
in 
such 
a 
market 
than she in. The fact is, the farm- 
ers of the county have expected too 
much of the city, and have 
done too 
little for themselves in this 
matter, 
nothing in fact beyond the building 
of a few miles of gravel 
road in the 
immediate 
neighborhood 
of Fort 
Wayne. 
With this very trifling ex- 
ception the city has done all that has 
been done in the county for opening 
up means of access to the recognized 
grain markets for the section of coun- 
try in which we live, and this wholly 
as subordinate to her policy of de- 
veloping and fostering her manufac- 
turing 
interest. 
All the means 
the county h;i.s of 
getting to a 
market outside of Fort Wayne have 
been provided by others than herself. 
So far she has done nothing for herself. 
While the city has built the Grand 
Rapids, the Richmond, the Jackson 
aud the Mnncie 
roads, in order 
to 
foster her manufacturing in- 
terests, the county at large has done 
nothing more than show itself content 
to enjoy the incidental benefits that 
result to her from the city's enter- 
prise ; and until they do something to 
help themselves, they must be content 
to drag their loads of produce through 
the mud to a market in this city and 
sell them at from 3 to 5 cents a bush- 
el less than they could get for them 
by railroad 
connections 
with other 
markets where there are better facili- 
ties for handling farm products. The 
very few men engaged in the produce 
business^here doubtless pay all they 
can aiibrd to pay for it, considering 
the very limited and primitive chai- 
acter of the facilities they 
have for 
handling it. There is not an elevator 
in this city nor a warehouse that has 
proper facflities for receiving and 
shipping 
farm 
products. 
All has 
to be carried on men's backs or 
hand trucke from the farmers' wagons 
to be emptied and then resacked and 
hauled off to the ndlnwd depot for 
dupment to a noogniaed grain mar- 


the county that it is proposed to in- 
tersect it by several narrow gauge 
railroads, 
which may be built at a 
cost per mile to the people of the 
county not exceeding that of gravel 
roads, and which 
will enable them 
almost from their doors to reach the 
great markets for grain either on the 
lakes or the seaboard. 


It is to be regretted that there are 
no statistics at hand as to the amount 
of farm products on which this serious 
loss for wasteful and useless handling 
in our city has had to be paid by the 
farmer in the last few years; 
but it 
probably amounts to enough every 
year to grade and tie such a system of 
roads as it is proposed now to build. 
If, when that system shall be built, the 
farmer can find as good market for his 
products of Fort Wayne as elsewhere, 
he will of course find it for his inter- 
est to bring them here; but if not, he 
will at least be able to reach markets 
where better prices are paid. 
Those 
of our citicens who are content that 
the farmers of the county shall be con- 
fined to our city for a market, with- 
out reference to its character as com- 
pared 
with others 
that 
might be 
reached by the proposed three narrow 
gauge 
roads, will of course seek to 
discourage the building of them, upon 
the selfish theory that if the farmers 
of the county have the facilities for 
getting to other markets with their 
produce, they will also spend the pro- 
ceeds at the same market instead of 
patronizing home stores. The farmers 
should bear this in mind and not be 
scared by the clamor that some in the 
city are trying to raise against build- 
ing the three roads named.

men or small tax payers, but a goodly 
array of big tax dodgers.

Waterworks Meeting at An- 


derson's Hall last Night. 


Able Speeches by Oapt. Eettler, 


Judge Zollars and Others, 


Horatio N. Word and Christopher 


Orff Effectually Squelched. 


Put Down tlic Fifth Ward Solid For 


Water Works. 


A large meeting of the friends of 


water works in the fifth ward was 
held fit Anderson's. Hall last night. 
Col. Win. Rogers was chosen chair- 
man and A. T. Lukens secretary. 


The following committees were ap- 


pointed by the chair: 


Finance—A. T.Luliens, Wm. Douglass 
W.T.Jenlson. 


Transportation—Dimiel Harding, Heniy 
Linderman, O. Neireiter. 


Ward committee—W. L. I'ettit, A Snter- 
meister, Win. RuthmurT, W. G. Kirchner 
Chas. Bash, Chas. Breuton. 


Capt. Hettler was then called upon 


and made a brief hut effective speech, 
in which he gave many good reasons 
why water works should be built and 
exploded many of the .objections 
urged against the improvement. He 
assured his hearers that the works 
would 
be 
well 
and 
honestly 


built, and that unless they are now 
determined upon they cannot be buill 
in the next quarter of a century. So 
far as the outside wards are concerned, 
they have ten couucilmen while the 
inside wards have only eight. The 
outside wards will therefore most as- 
suredly he taken care of. Capt. Het- 
tler also said that the tax levy is no^\ 
as large as it will be after the works 
are built, because in the current levy 
provision was made for the interest on 
the water works bonds. Therefore 
water works will not involve an in- 
crease of the tax levy in the rate 
charged at present. Capt. Hettler's 
speech was loudly cheered. 


Judge Collars was then called out 


and spoke in substance as follows: 


We meet to-night to counsel to- 


gether about a matter which concerns 
us all, and upon which we are not di- 
vided by party lines. 


We will all unite heartily in everj 


effort-that will advance thegrowth and 
prosperity of the city. 


We are called the third city in the 


state. For public spirit and enter- 
prise we are justly entitled to the first 
place. We are an inland city. Our 
natural advantages in the beginning 
were few. Many cities and towns of 
the state are surrounded by a much 
better country. By our liberality and 
enterprise we have made this a great 
railway center, attracted to us large 
railway shops, built up large manufac- 
turing establishments, and thus added 
thousands to our population and mil- 
lions to 
our 
taxable 
property. 


We all have a pride, as well as an 
interest in this growing city. We 
ought not to lose our place by refus- 
ing to build water works. 
There is 


no other city in the country of our 
size, without water works. Nearly all 
of the towns of Indiana of 4,000 and 
5,000 inhabitants have such works. 
You ar,e all acquainted with the fact, 
by this time, that Fore Wayne must- 
build her works this year, or at least 
negotiate her bonds, or she cannot at 
all. The legislature has proposed a 
constitutional 
amendment, 
under 


which no city can contract a debt for 
any purpose beyond 2 percent ot the 
taxable property. The people of the 
country who have not a dollar of our 
taxes to pay will vote upon the adop- 
tion of the amendment. They are 
sure to vote for it. 


It was proposed to put it to a vote 


in April last. At the earnest solicita- 
tion of citizens of F.ort Wayne the 
.legislature postponed the vote until 
April next, that the city might have 
an opportunity to build her water 
.works. 
. Fort Wayne is sure to have water 
works sooner or later. 
If not built- 


now by tbJe city they will be built by 
a company. We have been peculiarly 
fortunatrthus' far in escaping grea't 
fires and epidemics. Againstthese we 
have almost no protection. Our good 
luck cannot last always. These evils 
are liable at any time to come upon 
us. When they shall have come the 
people will demand protection. We 
will then be powerless to move as a 
city, and tho result -will be company 
works. 


We have no assurances that the 


works would be built,owned or controll- 
ed by any of our own citizens. Sooner 
or later they would pass into the 
hands of eastern 
capitalists, 
who 


would have no interest with us except 
to get the most money possibly out of 
us for the least possible consideration 
and we would thus be oppressed by a 
monopoly. Pure, wholesome water 
is one of the necessities of life, 
should be made as free as possible. 
The city owes it to the people that 
this shall not be controlled by any 
man orset of men. While the wealthy 
wil! contribute more in taxes to build 
find maintain the works, yet the la- 
boring and poorer men of the city 
liave just as much interest as they. 
They have a right to demand pro- 
tection from pestilence and disease. 


The health of their wives and chil- 


dren is of more consequence than 
money. 
If 
water 
to 
sprinkle 


the street m front of the laboring 
man's home, to water his lawn, or su£ 
ply bath tubs, be called luxuries he 
ought to be furnished such luxuries 
at the least cost possible. The whole 
question really is, shall the works be 
built, owned and controlled by the 
city, or a company? Shall our water 
be cheap, or dear? The works in Des 
MoineB are owned by a company. 
There arc but fourteen miles of pipe 
and the city pays annually out of the 
treasury $23,000. They cannot got 
another mile of extension without pay- 
ing $1,200 additional for each mifc. 
If the citizens on any street want wa- 
ter they ore compelled to lay thepipca 
themselves, and then pay 40 cents for 
each 1,000 gallons of water used. There 
is no Hiich thing as the city reducing 


this annual expenditure. It is ft per- 
petual debt so long as the charter of 
the company lasts. Terre Haute pays 
to a company $15,000 every year, and 
has but fourteen miles of pipe. The 
citizens in addition pay 50 cents for 
each 1,000 gallons used. And so ludi- 
anpolis. The city and the citizens pay 
annually $97,000 for the use of the 
water furnished) by a company. The 
average cost to the citizens where the 
works 
are 
owned 
by companies 


is about 45 cents per 1,000 gallons. 
The average cost to the citizens where 
the works are owned by the city is 
about 20 cents per 1,000 gallons. If 
this city should be compelled to pay 
at the same rate, to a company with 
Des Moines and Terre Haute, our wa- 
ter, on the Cook plan of distribution, 
would not cost us less than $30,000 
per year. It is said by some that we 
cannot incur the burden of building 
the works now. That will be found 
to be fanciful and not real. The val- 
uation of our property for taxationin 
1818 was $13,500,000. The estimated 
cost of the works is $270,000. .This 
will he raised by the sale of Bonds 
at 
six 
percent. 
The' interest 


will amount to 816,200 or 12 cents on 
each $100 of taxable property, or $1.20 
on each $1,000 of taxable property, 
provided the 
works produce DC 


revenue. If a man pays taxes on $10G 
he can pay hia share of the water tax 
by smoking one cigar less during the 
year, or if he pays tax on $1,000 he 
can pay his $1.20 water 
tax by 


smoking twelve cigars less during the 
year. 
Who 
cannot 
afford 
to 


pay that for the sake of the clean- 
liness and health of the city, if the 
were no other considerations? 
There 


is no way to judge of the operations of 
the works except by contrast with 
other cities. Grand Rapids is about 
our size. The city controls the works. 
They have been in operation but a 
short time and of course have not yet 
reached the maximum in the way of 
revenues. 
We have advantages over 


that city; our coal is cheaper; we 
have much more extensive railroad 
works, 
which 
will 
become 
the 


heaviest 
consumers 
of 
water. 


The running expenses of the works in 
Grand Rapids, including repairs, etc., 
is $7,182. Theirrevenues arc $15,231, 
a balance in favor of the city of $8,039, 
If we accomplish the same, we shall 
have a balance over expense? °f 
$8,039 to apply on the interest. This 
will reduce the amount to be raised 
for interest to $8,161. 
This will re- 


duce the tax to 6 cents on each $100 
or 60 «ents on" each $1,000. Who can- 
not 
afford 
to 
pay 
this ? 


Other cities have saved one-half 
on the expense of the fire departments. 
The cost of our fire department is 
$20,000 annually. 
One-half of this 


is $10,000. This will .pay the $8,161 
interest and leave a balance of $1,839 
to apply on the payment of the debt. 
The testimony from other cities is 
that the cost of fire insurance is re- 
duced from 25 to 40 percent. As an 
example: In Lafayette the Odd Fel- 
lows' Hall, before the building of 
water works paid 
$1.25 on the 


hundred for fire insurance. Since the 
works have been built it pays 65 cents, 
a saving of GO cents on each $100 val 
uation. If out of our $13,600,000 
taxable property the people pay insur- 
rance on $1,000,000, at the same re- 
duction they will save $6,000. This, 
added to the above $1,839, will make 
a saving to the city and the people of 
$7,839 over and above running expen- 
ses and interest. But suppose our 
works should not pay anything on the 
interest, there is nothing to frighten 
any one. 


In 1873 we paid '$1.40 on each $100 


valuation and collected a total tax of 
$200,451,10. Now we pay $1.00 on 
each $100 valuation and collect a to- 
tal tax of $139,440. We pay now 
$61,011.10 less taxes than in 1873. 
Our valuation is less now than in 
1873, but in fact we have more than 
§200,000 more property now than then 
by the extension of the city limits. If 
we add the interest on the water works 
bonds, we. will still pay $44,811.10 less 
than we paid in 1873, and have the 
water works besides. 
We now have 


outstanding$135,000tenpercentbonds. 
One hundred thousand of these fall 
due on the 20th of September. 
The 


city treasurer has on hand $15,000, 
with which to pay off $15,000 of these, 
bonds. The saving of interest on this 
sum will be $1,500. The remaining 
§85,000 will be changed into six per. 
cent bonds. The saving in the inter- 
est on this sum will be $3,400. To 
tal reduction on the bonds, $4,900. 
With this saving we may and the full 
amount of the interest on the water 
works bonds, and still pay $49,711;10 
less 
taxes 
than 
in 
1873, 
and 


have 
the 
water 
works 
besides. 


It has been said that one of our citi- 
zens has a letter from the mayor of 
Lafayette in relation to the water 
works of that city, which shows them 
to be an expensive failure. 
I have 


not seen the letter, but for the pur- 
pose of getting the whole truth Iwent 
to Lafayette and have just returned. 
I saw the mayor, city clerk, city en- 
gineer, some of the councilmen, and a 
arge number of the citizens. Lafay- 
ette has not been so fortunate as some 
cities. 
The difficulty was in the construction 
md an incompetent superintendent 
[n the first place they issued S percent 
.wads. They sold them at a pre- 
mium of 3.60, but they now pay the 
$ percent. They got a boiler twenty- 
six feet long. This has proved a 
•source of expense. In constructing 
;he reservoir, it was done in such a 
nanner that thebanksgaveway. They 
aid the supply pipe ou the bottom of 
;he river so that the sand and gravel 
was drawn in, wore out the machinery 
and finally clogged up the pipes, so 
ihat they had to turn the water from 
;he reservoir back through the pipes 
x> clean them. 
While this was 


icing done, the pumps had to run day 
ind night to supply the city, and here 
was a waste of $500. 
The reservoir 


had to lie repaired, also the machinery 
und the supply pipe.

Of these rents $3,800 come from the 


railroads, the Wabash paying $9,000 
of it. The superintendent had charge 
of the rents. He was not a water 
man. 
He takes hia straight, but did 


not stay straight himself. Many per- 
sons used the water the year through 
and paid nothing because not called 
on by the superintendent. The mayer 
is occupying a store room in which 
water haft been supplied from the first 
and not a dollar paid to the city. 
After the mayor took possession ol 
the room he notified the superintend- 
ent of the fact, and still he nevercame 
for the 
rents. 
The officers and 


citizens 
all 
united 
in 
say- 


ing 
that 
the 
water 
rents 


could just as easily have 
been 


double what they were had the su- 
perintendent done his dutv. 
If so 


that should be also deducted from the 
expense, to learn what the works real- 
ly are. 
This would leave the total 


expense $18,213.72. 


In 1874 before the works were built 


the fire department coat $21,000. Lasl 
year, $9,386.53, a saving to the city oi 
$11,(H3.47. This taken from the above 
expenses leaves, $6,600.25. 


This is the operation of the Lafay- 


ette works, with all of their misfor- 
tunes and unfortunate superintend- 
ence. 


But this is not all. When the 


works were put into operation, the 
general agents of several insurance 
companies visited the city and cut 
down the insurance from 26 to 40 per- 
cent. I have mentioned the case ol 
the Odd Fellows Hall. Itf §1,000,000 
of property is insured in Lafayette, 
the citizens have saved §6,000 on fire 
insurance. This makes up the differ- 
ence and the city and the people came 
out even in 1878. And they say that 
many do not insure at all since the 
building of the works. Some of the 
councilmen said that the works had 
paid for themselves by the saving of a 
block of business houses. In answer to 
the question, they all united 
saying that if put to a vote 75 percent 
of the people would vote in favor of 
the works managed by the city;. The 
mayor added that he has simply sent 
figures without 
explanation, 
and 


would be sorry if his letter should op- 
erate against our works. 


From 'Lafayette we visited Logans- 


port. They have thirteen miles of 
pipe. When they constructed their 
works they were $400,000 in debt^a 
larger debt for them than ours is for 
us. Their works cost them $210,000. 
Ours, with 25 miles of pipe and a res- 
ervoir, are to cost us but $60,000 
more. 
Their 
works 
are 
a 


grand success. 
Their running ex- 


penses 'have not been over $1,000, 
while their revenuehas been $7,959.17. 
Of this the Wabash Railway paid 
51,000, and the Pan Handle $1,500. 
They say that their revenues for the 
next year will be increased $2,500. 
Within the last ten days forty con- 
sumers bave been added. To my mind 
there is every reason in favor of and 
none against our proposed works. The 
men who pay comparatively no taxes 
are interested in this enterprise, and 
havea right to be heard. The city isin- 
debted to them for their strong-arms, 
and industry in carrying on our public 
yrorks. The §270,000, or the most of 
it, will 
be 
expended 
here. So 


much money will be put into cir- 
culation. 
This 
will 
pass 
into 


the hands of the laborers, and from 
them to the stores for their daily ne- 
cessities. The future health, growth, 
prosperity and standing of this city, 
are all unanswerable arguments in 
favor of this enterprise. The citizen 
who feels an interest in these should 
see to it that the vote is carried in 
favor of it. It is a narrow, and unworthy 
argument for any one to say he has 
all the water he needs. 


The objectors say we cannot have 


water works without more sewers. 
Why not? You do not need a sewer 
to sprinkle the street in front of your 
store, or water your lawn. You 
say you need them to carry off 
the water from your bath tubs and 
outhouses. What do you do with the 
water from them now? If you need 
them, they should be built whether 
we 
have 
water 
works or not. 


The hydrants are not to bo turned 
loose on the streets, and if they were 
nothing could be nicer, or more 
health giving than a stream of water 
in the street gutters. 
We have near- 


ly five miles of sewers. 
Lafayette 


has but one mile. 
Sewers can be 


built at any time as they are needed. 
Water works must be built now, while 
the city has tho power and while iron 
and other material is cheap. 


The largest property holders in the 


city owe their wealth in a great meas- 
ure to the push, energy and enterprise 
of the citizens in building up a thrifty 
and prosperous city. It is gratifying 
to know that with very few .excep- 
tions they are in favor of this enter- 
prise. 


At the conclusion of Judge Zollara's 


remarks the chair stated that Mr. C. 
Orff was in the hall and it was under- 
stood that he desired to make a speech. 
Col. Rogers said if Mr. Orff would 
iinit himself to ten minutes he would 


s permitted to speak. 
Mr. Orff arose and in an excited 


manner said that he would like to 
ipeak, hut that he would not confine 
iiimself to ten minutes. 


Horatio N. Ward—I would like to 


know, sir, by what authority a resi- 
dent of the fifth ward is restricted to 
ten minutes, when the friends of 
water works are allowed oil the time 
they want.

Ward. We pay the expenses and it is 
only through our courtesy that an 
enemy of water works is allowed to 
speak at all.

on and made an eloquent, earnest and 
effective speech, crammed full of un- 
answerable arguments and indisput- 
able facts and figures. Mr. Orff hnv-

held at Anderson's Hall last night. 
Col. Wm. Rogers was chosen chair- 
man and A. T. Lu kens secretary. 


The following committees were ap- 
pointed by the chair: 


Finance—À. T. L/ukens, Wm. Douglass, 
W. T. Jenison. 


Transportation—Daniel Harding, Heniy 
Linderman, C. Neireiter. 


Ward committee—W. L. Pettit, A Suter- 
meisîer, Wm.

Capt. Hettler was then called upon 
and made a brief but effective speech, 
in which he gave many good reasons 
why water works should be built and 
exploded 
many of 
the 
objections 
urged against the improvement. 
He 
assured his hearers 
that the works 
would 
bc^ 
well 
and 
honestly 
built, and that unless they are now 
determined upon they cannot be built 
in the next quarter of a century. 
So 
far as the outside wards are concerned, 
tb.ey have ten councilmen while the 
inside wards have only eight. 
The 
outside wards will therefore most as- 
suredly be taken care of. 
Capt. Het- 
tler also said that the tax levy is now 
as large as it will be after the works 
are built, because in the current levy 
provision was made for the interest on 
the 
water 
works bonds. 
Therefore 
water works will not involve an in- 
crease of the tax levy in the rate 
charged at present. 
Capt. Hettler's 
speech was loudly cheered. 


Judge Zollars was then called 
out 
and spoke in substance as follows: 


We meet to-night to counsel 
to- 
gether about a matter which concerns 
us all, and upon which we are not di- 
vided by party lines. 


We will all unite heartily in every 
effort that will advance the growth and 
prosperity of the city. 


We are called the third city in the 
state. 
For public spirit and enter- 
prise we are justly entitled to the first 
place. 
We are an inland city. 
Our 
natural advantages in the beginning 
were few. 
Many cities and towns of 
the state are surrounded by a much 
better country. 
By our liberality and 
enterprise we have made this a great 
railway center, attracted to us large 
railway shops, built up large manufac- 
turing establishments, and thus added 
thousands to our population and mil- 
lions 
to 
our 
taxable 
property. 
We all have a pride, as well as an 
interest in 
this growing city. 
Wo 
ought not to lose our place by refus- 
ing to build water 
works. 
There is 
no other city in the country of 
our 
size, without water works. 
Nearly all 
of the towns of Indiana of 4,000'and 
5,000 inhabitants have such 
works. 
You are all acquainted with the fact, 
by this time, that Fort Wayne must 
build her works this year, or at least 
negotiate her bonds, or she cannot at 
all. 
The legislature has proposed a 
constitutional 
amendment, 
under 
which no city can contract a debt for 
any purpose beyond 2 percent of the 
taxable property. 
The i)eople of the 
country who have not a dollar of our 
tiixes to pay will vote upon the adop- 
tion of the amendment. 
They 
are 
sure to vote for it. 


It was proposed to put it to a vote 
in April last. 
At the earnest solicita- 
tion of citizens of 
Fort Wayne the 
higislature postponed the vote until 
April next, that the city might have 
an 
opportunity to build her water 
works. 


Fort Wayne is sure to have water 
works sooner or later. 
If 
not built 
now by the city they will be built by 
a compaç[^. 
We have been peculiarly 
fortunate thûs far in escaping great 
tires and epidemics. 
Against these we 
have almost no protection. 
Our good 
luck cannot last always. 
The.se evils 
are liable at any time to come upon 
us. 
When they shall have come the 
people will demand protection. 
We 
will then be powerless to move as a 
city, and the result will be company 
works. 


We have 
no assurances that 
the 
works would be built,owned or controll- 
ed by any of our own citizens. Sooner 
or later they would pass 
into 
the 
hands of 
eastern 
capitalists, 
who 
would have no interest with us except 
to get the most money possibly out of 
us for the least possible consideration 
and we would thus be oppressed by a 
monopoly. 
Pure, 
wholesome 
water 
is one of the necessities of 
life, 
should be made 
as free as possible. 
The city owes it to the people that 
th is shall not be controlled by any 
man or set of men. While the wealthy 
will contribute more in taxes to build 
and maintain the works, yet the la- 
boring and poorer men of the city 
have just as much interest as they. 
They have 
a right 
to demand pro- 
tection from 
pestilence and disease. 


The health of their wives and chil- 
dren 
is of more consequence than 
money. 
If 
water 
to 
sprinkle 
the street in front 
of 
the laborinir 
man's home, to water his lawn, or s u ^ 
ply bath tubs, be called luxuries, he 
ought to be furnished such luxuries 
at the least cost possible. 
The whole 
question really is, shall the works be 
built, owned and controlled by the 
city, or a company? 
Shall our water 
be cheap, or dear? 
The works in Des 
Moines are owned 
by a company. 
There are but fourteen' miles of pipe, 
and the city pays annually out of the 
tre.<i8ury $28,000. 
Tiiey 
cannot get 
another mile of extension without paA - 
ing $1,200 additional for each mile, 
if the citizens on any street want wa- 
ter they are compelled to lay the pipes 
themselves, and then pay 40 cents for 
each 1,000 gallons of water used. There 
is no such thing as the city reducing 


pe 


petual debt so long as the charter of 
the company lasts. 
Terre Haute pays 
to a company $15,000 every year, and 
has but fourteen miles of pipe. 
The 
citizens in addition pay 50 cents for 
each 1,000 gallons used. 
And so Indi- 
anpolis. 
The city and the citizens pay 
annually $97,000 for the use of the 
water furnished| by a company. 
The 
average cost to the citizens where the 
works 
are 
owned 
by 
companies 
is about 45 cents per 1,000 g.Mllone. 
The average cost to the citizens where 
the works are owned by the city is 
about 20 cents per 1,000 gallons. 
If 
this city should be compelled to pay 
at the same rate, to a company with 
Des Moines and Terre Haute, our wa- 
ter, on the Cook plan of distribution, 
would not cost us less than $30,000 
per year. 
It is said by some that we 
cannot incur the burden of building 
the works now. 
That will be found 
to be fanciful and not real. 
The val- 
uation of our property for taxation in 
1818 was $13,600,000. 
The estimated 
cost of the works is $270,000. .This 
will be raised by the sale of Bonds 
at 
six 
percent. 
The * 
interest 
will amount to $16,200 or 12 cents on 
each $100 of taxable property, or$1.20 
on each $1,000 of 
taxable 
property, 
provided 
the 
w^orks 
produce 
no 
revenue. 
If a man pays taxes on $100 
he can pay his share of the water tax 
by smoking one cigar less during the 
year, or if he pays tax on $1,000 
he 
can 
pay his $1.20 
water 
tax 
by 
smoking twelve cigars less during the 
year. 
Who 
cannot 
afford 
to 
pay that for the sake of 
the clean- 
liness and health of the city, if there 
were no other considerations? 
There 
is no way to judge of the operations of 
the works except 
by contrast with 
other cities. 
Grand Rapids is about 
our size. 
The city controls the works. 
They have been 
in operation but a 
short time and of course have not yet 
reached the maximum in the way of 
revenues. 
We have advantages over 
that 
city; 
our coal is cheaper; we 
have much more extensive 
railroad 
works, 
which 
will 
become 
the 
heaviest 
consumers 
of 
water. 
The running expenses of the works in 
Grand Rapids, including repairs, etc., 
is $7,182. 
Their revenues are $15,231, 
a balance in favor of the city of $8,039, 
If we accomplish the same, we shall 
have 
a balance 
over expenses 
of 
$8,039 to apply on the interest. 
This 
will reduce the amount to be 
raised 
for interest to $8,161. 
This will re- 
duce the tax to 6 cents on each $100 
or 60 cents on each $1,000. 
Who can- 
not 
afibrd 
to 
pay 
this? 
Other 
cities 
have 
saved 
one-half 
on the expense of the fire departments. 
The cost of our fire department is 
$20,000 annually. 
One-half 
of this 
is $10,000. 
This will pay the $8,161 
interest and leave a balance of $1,839 
to apply on the payment of the debt. 
The testimony from 
other 
cities is 
that the cost of fire insurance is re- 
duced from 25 to 40 percent. 
As an 
example: In Lafayette the Odd Fel- 
lows' 
Hall, 
before the building 
of 
water 
works 
paid 
$1.25 
on 
the 
hundred for fire insurance. 
Since the 
works have been built it pays 65 cents, 
a saving of 60 cents on each $100 val 
uation. 
If 
out of 
our 
$13,500,000 
taxable property the people pay insur- 
rance on $1,000,000, at the same re- 
duction they will save $6,000. 
This, 
iulded to the above $1,839, will make 
a saving to the city and the people of 
$7,839 over and above running expen- 
ses and interest. 
But suppose 
our 
works should not pay anything on the 
interest, there is nothing to frighten 
anv one. 


in 1873 we paid $1.40 on each $100 
valuation and collected a total tax of 
.$200,451,10. 
Now we pay $1.00 on 
each $100 valuation and collect a to- 
tal tax of $189,440. 
We 
pay now 
:?61,011.10 
less taxes 
than in 1873. 
Our valuation is less now 
than in 
1873, but in fact we have more than 
$200,000 more property now than then 
by the extension of the city limits. 
If 
we add the interest on the water works 
bonds, we will still pay $44,811.10 less 
than we paid in 1873, and have 
the 
water works besides. 
We 
now have 
outstanding$135,000ten percent bonds. 
One hundred thousand of these fall 
due on the 20th of September. 
The 
city treasurer has on hand $15,000, 
with wliich to pay oirS15,000 of these 
bonds. 
The saving of interest on this 
sum will be i 1,500. 
The remaining 
.">85,000 will be changed into six per. 
cent bonds. 
The saviiig in the inter- 
est on this sum will be .•r3,400. 
To 
tal reduction on the bonds, $4,900. 
With this saving wo may and the full 
amount of the interest on the water 
works bonds, and still pay $49,711.10 
less 
taxes 
than 
in 
1873, 
and 
have 
the 
water 
works 
besides. 
It has been said that one of our citi- 
zens has a letter from the mayor of 
Lafayette 
in relation to the water 
works of that city, which shows them 
to be an expensive failure. 
I have 
not seen the letter, but for the pur- 
{)Ose of getting the whole truth I went 
to Lafayette and have just returned. 
I saw the mayor, city clerk, city en- 
gineer, .some of the councilmen, and a 
large number of the citizen.s. 
Lafay- 
ette has not been so fortunate as some 
cities. 
The difficulty was in the construction 
and an incompetent superintendent- 
In the first place they issued 8 percent 
bonds. 
They sold them 
at a pre- 
mium of 3.60, but they now pay the 
8 percent. 
They got a boiler twenty- 
six 
feet 
long. 
This has proved a 
source of expense. 
In 
constructing 
the reservoir, it was done in such a 
manner that the banks gave way. They 
laid the supply pipe on the bottom of 
the river so that the sand and gravel 
was drawn in, wore out the machinery 
and finally clogged up the pipes, so 
that they had to turn the water from 
the reservoir back through the pipes 
to 
clean 
them. 
While 
this 
was 
being done, the pumps had to run day 
and night to supply the city, and here 
was a waste of $500. 
The 
reservoir 
had to be repaired, also the machinery 
and the supply pipe. 
Their expenses "as taken from the 
clerk's books Is Interest 
§34,012 (X)

Of these rents $3,800 come from the 
railroads, the Wabash paying $2,000 
of it. 
The superintendent had charge 
of the rents. 
He was not a 
water 
man. 
He takes his straight, but did 
not .stay straight himself. 
Many per- 
sons used the water the year through 
and paid nothing because not called 
on by the superintendent. The mayer 
is occupying a store room in which 
water has been supplied from the first 
and not a dollar paid to the city. 
After the mayor 
took possession of 
the room he notified the superintend- 
ent of the fact, and still he never came 
for 
the 
rents. 
The 
oflScers 
and 
citizens 
all 
united 
in 
say- 
ing 
that 
the 
water 
rents 
could 
just 
as 
easily 
have 
been 
double what they were had the su- 
perintendent done his duty. 
If 
so 
that should be also deducted from the 
expense, to learn what the works real- 
ly 
are. 
This would leave the total 
expense $18,213.72. 


In 1874 before the works were built 
the fire department cost $21,000. Last 
year, $9,386.53, a saving to the city of 
$11,613.47. This taken from the above 
expenses leaves, $6,600.25. 


This is the operation of the Lafay- 
ette works, with all of their misfor- 
tunes and 
unfortunate superintend- 
ence. 


But 
this is not all. 
When 
the 
works were put into operation, the 
general agents of several insurance 
companies 
visited the city and cut 
down the insurance from 26 to 40 per- 
cent. 
I have mentioned the case of 
the Odd Fellows Hall. 
Itf $1,000,000 
of property is insured in 
Lafayette, 
the citizens have saved $6,000 on fire 
insurance. 
This makes up the differ- 
ence and the city and the people came 
out even in 1878. 
And they say that 
many do not insure at all since the 
building of the works. 
Some of the 
councilmen said that the works had 
paid for themselves by the saving of a 
block of business houses. In answer to 
the question, 
they 
all 
united 
in 
saying that if put to a vote 75 percent 
of the people would vote in 
favor of 
the works managed by the city. 
The 
mayor added that he has simply sent 
figures 
without 
explanation, 
and 
would be sorry if his letter should op- 
erate a g a i n s t our works. 


From Lafayette we visited Logans- 
port. 
They 
have 
thirteen miles of 
pipe. 
When they 
constructed their 
works they were $400,000 in 
debt—a 
larger debt for them than ours is for 
us. 
Their works cost them 
$210,000. 
Ours, with 25 miles of pipe and a res- 
ervoir, are to cost 
us but 
$60,000 
more. 
Their 
works 
are 
a 
grand .success. 
Their 
running 
ex- 
penses have not been over 
$1,000, 
while their revenue has been $7,959.17. 
Of this 
the 
Wabash 
Railway 
paid 
$1,000, and the Pan Handle $1,500. 
They .«ay that their revenues for the 
next year will be increased $2,500. 
Within the last ten days forty con- 
sumers have been added. To my mind 
there is every reason in favor of and 
none against our proposed works. The 
men who pay comparatively no taxes 
are interested in this enterprise, and 
have a right to be heard. The city is in- 
debted to them for their strong arms, 
and industry in carrying on our public 
works. 
The $270,000, or the most of 
it, 
will 
be 
expended 
here. 
So 
much 
money 
will be put into cir- 
culation. 
This 
will 
pass 
into 
the hands of the laborers, and from 
them to the stores for their daily ne- 
cessities. 
The future health, growth, 
prosperity and standing of this city, 
are all unanswerable 
arguments in 
favor of this enterprise. 
The citizen 
who feels an interest in these should 
see to it that the vote is carried in 
favor of it. It is a narrow, and unworthy 
argument for any one to say he ha« 
all the water he needs. 


The objectors say we cannot have 
water 
works 
witiiout 
more sewers. 
Why not? 
You do not need a sewer 
to sprinkle the street in front of your 
store, 
or water 
your 
lawn. 
You 
say 
you 
need 
them 
to 
carry 
of! 
the water from your bath tubs and 
outhouses. 
What do you do with the 
water from them now? 
If you need 
them, they should be built whether 
we 
have 
water 
works 
or 
not. 
The 
hydrants 
are not to be turned 
loo.se on the streets, and if they were 
nothing 
could 
be 
nicer, 
or 
more 
health giving than a stream of water 
in the street gutters. 
We have near- 
ly five miles of sewers. 
Lafayette 
has but one 
mile. 
Sewers can Vie 
built at any time as they are needed. 
Water works must be built now, while 
the city lias the power and while iron 
and other material is ciieap. 


The largest property holders in the 
city owe their wealth in a great meas- 
ure to the pusli, eneriiy *nd enterprise 
of the citizens in building upa thrifty 
and prosperous city. 
It is gratifying 
to know that with very few excep- 
tions they are in favor of this enter- 
pri.se. 


At the conclusion of Judge Zollars's 
remarks the chair stated that Mr. 
C. 
Orff was in the hall and it \vas under- 
stood that he desired to make a speech. 
Col. Rogers said if 
Mr. 
Orff would 
limit himself to ten minutes he would 
be permitted to speak. 


Mr. Orff arose and in 
an 
excited 
manner said that he would 
like to 
speak, but that he would not confine 
himself to ten minutes. 


Horatio N. Ward—I would like to 
know, sir, by what authority a resi- 
dent of the fifth ward is restricted to 
ten 
minutes, 
when 
the friends 
of 
water works are allowed all 
the time 
they want. 


The chair—This is our meeting, Mr. 
Ward. 
We pay the expenses and it is 
only through our courtesy that an 
enemy of water works is allowed to 
speak at all. 


Mr. Ward sat down amidst tremend- 
uous applause. 


Capt. Hettler was then called up- 
on and made an eloquent, earnest and 
effective speech, crammed full of un- 
answerable arguments and indisput- 
able facts and, figures. Mr. Orff hav- 
ing stated that, there was 
something 
wrong and weak about the cause or 
the 
water 
works 
people 
would 
court 
discussion, 
the 
speaker 
asserted 
that 
the 
opponents were 
actuated by selfinh motives. 
In proof 
of this he read ihe following letter, 
vjriiten only two Ufeek* ago, which pro- 
duced tremendous applause, and which 
wound up Mr^-'OrflF completely:

Trustees: 
The undersigned begs leave to sug- 
gest as in his opinion, a great 
saving 
at the present and future for the city 
can be made by using water power 
for pumping and direct pressure pur- 
poses. 
Since 
your engineer of the 
water works has decided to use wells 
for the supply, it would perhaps be of 
public utility to examine the 
spot, 
place and power of Woodlawn mills. 
There 
and 
in 
the 
immediate 
vicinity 
can 
be found as good and 
pure water as at any other spot, pump- 
ing house and apjiaratus will cost no 
more, will save 
the construction of 
one engine and save 
the cest of the 
water works in the expense of ¡wwer 
in leas than forty years, or the inter- 
est annually on a capital of at least 
$50,000. 
The water power of Wood- 
lawn Mills is never short of supply. 
The 
only 
interference is from high 
water, and the flume and wheel can 
be constructed with very little exjK^nse 
to use canal water for driving power 
when 
the 
river 
is high, 
and 
it 
is 
at 
such 
time 
(high 
water) 
that 
the 
canal 
has 
a 
surplus 
of water, hence one engine for |K)Wr 
er purposes if a break should occur is 
all the works would require. 
It will 
also obviate the laying of a pipe from 
the St. Joe river to the works for fire 
purposes, as perhaps 100 or 200 feet, if 
any, will supply force sufficient to use 
the water of the Maumee for fire pur- 
poses. 
Now, in view of this cheap 
pumping power, superior location, bet- 
ter supply of water for fire purposes, 
excellent grounds for wells, purity of 
water for domestic use, one-third near- 
er the reservoir, and the great saving 
of cost in construction, 
maintenance, 
end engineer and attaches for all time 
to come, I beg an investigation. 
Re- 
spectfully submitted, 
C. OKFF. 


The speaker then proceeded 
with 
his remarks. 
The beauties of a pri- 
vate company, he said, were show^n by 
the gas company, which had already 
collected from the city itself more 
than the 
entire 
asse.ssed value 
of 
its 
property, 
not 
to 
speak 
of 
private 
consumers. 
He 
showed 
from 
official 
figures 
that 
ten 
individuals—Messrs. Bass, Hamilton, 
Taber, Trentman, Olds, Eckert, Bur- 
gess, 
White, 
Foster 
Brothers 
and 
Fleming pay taxes on $1,250,371 or 
about one-tenth of the assessment of 
the city. 
The 
three banks, the gas 
companv and four railroad companies 
pay on $1,616,215. 
These individuals 
and 
corporations 
pay one-fourth of 
the taxes 
of 
the city and yet with 
scarcely an exception they favor wa- 
ter works. 


He 
showed 
that 
four 
years 
ago the total assessment was $16,800,- 
000 now 
it 
is $13,000,000. 
Then 
the 
tax 
was $1,40; 
now it is $1. 
With 
water 
works 
the 
cost of the 
fire 
department 
can 
be 
reduced 
$10,000 per annum. 
Unless they are 
built the city will have to construct 
fire cisterns, pay the railroad compa- 
nies and the c.inal company large sums 
for water, &c. 


The speaker referred to the necessity 
for works for our manufacturing in- 
terests. 
Gillet 
Brothers 
had 
been 
driven to Indianapolis,where they now 
employ eighty men, because of the ex- 
cessive rates of insurance charged in 
this city. 


Capt. Hettler continued his remarks 
at some length, and concluded by urg- 
ing the friends of water works to work 
hard and carry the election by 1,000 
majority. 


The meeting then adjourned.
